SECRET PACT WILL 
SAVE TEAMS — 


All the fuss and bother, not to mention last-minute drama about 
relegation appears to have been largely contrived to deceive the 


soccer public. 


Last week we found out from 
a number of reliable sources 
that the 14 PSL clubs for many 
months have had an ‘‘under- 
standing”’ not to enforce the 
relegation of any team. 


One rather suspects that 
the ASF has been aware of 
this deal, even if in an unof- 
ficial capacity. 

If the ASF executive on Oc- 
tober 6 still wants to drop any 
of the relegated teams, it will 
face an open revolt. 

“This time the clubs will 
stick together,” one official 
told us. 

“I! don’t think there is a 
chance for a double-cross.”’

And heaven only knows, we 
have had more than our share 
of this in 1979... 

Let us also recall that some 
of the very same officials who 
now “logically” defend a 
secret pact to safeguard 
teams from relegation, were 
the champions of the 1956 
breakaway in Sydney, bravely 
leading the storming of the 
barricades of the old

And the most bitter and 
common grievance then was 
that the association didn’t 
believe in automatic 
promotion and_ relegation, 
thus depriving keen, am- 
bitious lower division clubs 
from playing in the top 
division.

Sydney Olympic and their 
predecessors, Pan Hellenic, 
have known nothing but 
frustration for 18 long years. 

Ever since winning their 
way 
Division in 1961, they have 
been striving, in vain, to win 
anything—a competition, cup 
or final of any sorts. 

They have had some fine 
teams and - outstanding 
players over the years: 
enough if one mentions only 
Mavropoulos, Loukanidis, 
Westwater, Brian Smith, 


‘Pearson, Blitz and Cole from 
the past. ; 


And yet, success—which 
the club’s passionate fans 
‘would have wanted more than 
anything ‘else—has eluded 
them. 

For most of the time, they 


fave been leading a nomadic - . 


existence, playing where they 
could, often as sub-tenants; 
this year they settled on Prat- 
ten. Park, an. old,rather 
neglected suburban oval 
which needs a lot of attention 
to resemble a cozy soccer 
ground. 

Throughout the years, they

_ In a stubbornly stupid con- 
tract wrangle,over the sum of 
about $1,000 a year or even 
less, the Saints let manager 
Manfred. Schaefer — sell 
‘probably the club’s 
most -valuable player and 
their last. Hungarian-born

most of their supporters. 

Within a year Schaefer was 
also sacked—but 
couldn’t bring Abonyi back. 

To fill the gap, they turned 
around and found a 
replacement for Abonyi, in 
Rudi Gnavi—giving him .a 
contract almost three times 
higher than Abonyi had.
